ACID TEST FOR GERMAN EVENTS. 

A London press report, said to be based on late facts 
of significance, asserts that ‘‘the revolution in Germany 
is being managed by officers of the German high com- 
mand, with a view to eventually causing its collapse and 
_the triumphant return of the former Emperor.” 

Are suspicions of this kind so far-fetched? We know 
_ that the revolution in Russia was managed by “officers 
| of the German high command.” not only in its inception 
but in its subsequent course. That Was at a time when 
the two countries were at war and great hostility ex- 
isted in Russia against al! things German. Ought it not 
to be much easier for the experienced high command to 
get up @ personally conducted revolution jn Germany 
itself, where a large percentage of the people are de- 
voted adherents of the high command and practically al] 
the people habituated to its orders? Resort to camou- 
flage has been made on such a prodigious scale that even 
domestic revolt may naturally be believed to be only 
staged and a continuation of pretense. 

But if it is a “managed” revolution, can it be “man-

The people of America had made up 
their minds about the European con- 
flict before Germany sent ovgr a dol- 
lar. The invasion of Belgium enlisted 
the sympathies of this country with the 
allies at the outset. By that act alone 
Germany served notice on the world 
that she was not to be bound by in- 
ternational! law in prosecuting the war, 
and the world was against her. Every 
subsequent act of hers confirmed its 
conviction that Germany an out- 
law and an enemy of society. The ex- 
tent to which the world actually joined 
in her suppression was by no means 
the extent to which its sympathies lay 
with the allied side. No such abhor- 
rence of any nation had ever arisen in 
the world. 

“What resulted from the effort 
enlist sympathy for Germany in 
America must remain a salutary in- 
fluence among nations always. Right 
alone wins allies—might never. There 
is a passion for money, goodness 
knows; but it is nothing like the pas- 
sion for right. 

“The Germans admitted to them- 
selves in the end that money spent for 
propaganda in America had been wast- 
ed. It had been worse than wasted—it 
had done Germany positive harm. As 
a matter of fact, this country was nev- 
er neutralin the war. It preserved the 
form of official neutrality, but its heart 
was always on the side of those who 
fought for liberty. How else could a 
great free country like this feel? The 
Germans could not see that. They 
thought that by sending over millions 
of dollars and enlisting the sympathy 
of a few shameless hirelings they could 
create sympathy for international out- 
lawry and the horrible practices of 
barbarism. There possibly have been 
bigger fools in history than those men 
were, but we'‘venture to say that so 
many damphools never had occurred in 
one place at the same time.”

Even more conspicuous was his 
success in late August, when he at- 
‘tacked north of the Scarpe and broke 
the Drocourt-Queant line, insuring 
the ultimate fall of both Douai and 
of Cambrai. The extent of this suc- 
cess was totally unsuspected. It was 
the first sure promise that the Hin- 
denburg line would not stand, and it 
was a success which held out the 
first hopes of a decision in 1918 

Byne's Brilliant Generalship. 

Rather more brilliant is the rec- 
ord of Byng. He was a distinguished 
officer before he won Cambrai _ in 
1917. but this victory gave him a 
place which he has held ever since. 
In a sense, this victory marks a turn- 
ing point in the war. It was not 
properly followed up, which meaens 
that Byng did not receive the support 
vhich he needed to make his first 
success permanent. This was be- 
eause the success overran e!l expec- 
tations and the British army had not 
the necessary reserves. But Cam- 
brai proved that by restoring the ele- 
ment of surprise it was possible to 
break through and that by use of 
tanks surprise could be had, since 
they would take the place of long 
sustained bombardment in clearing 
the way for the infantry. 

It was by the use of the Tessons 
of first Cambrai that the allies won 
the campaign of 1918 and the war. 
Mangin's great counter offensive at 
the second Marne was founded upon 
the use of tanks. Each successive 
British and French thrust therenfter 
employed the same method. The 
German used a variation of the sur- 
cuccesses, 
tank, relving upon

_ bers. 


But it was Byng who abol- 
ished the long-standing belief that 
trench lines could not be broken, and 
his discovery was one of the very 
greatest of the conflict. 

In the spring, at a critical moment 
when Gough's army had fallen, byng 
broke the German effort to extend 
the dislocation of the British front. 
He held Arras and Vimy Ridge in 
the face of a tremendous attack, 
which the Germans abandoned after 
48 hours. Still later, in August, he 
made a successful drive from the old 
Somme line eastward to Bapaume, 
which terminated German hopes of 
holding the allfes west of the Hin- 
denburg line for the balance of the 
campaign. 

Plumer, Rawlinson and _  Byng, 
these are the outstanding figures un- 
der Haig. They bear the same rela- 
tion to thetr commander that Gou- 
raud, Mangin, Debeney and Berthe- 
lot bear to Petain; for Castelnau 
Favolles, who commanded 
groups of armies brilliantly, the 
British army supplies no counter- 
part, since authority was not thus 
delegated. 

Outside the European field 
there are two British Generals who 
claim attention, Maude of Bagdad 
and Allenby of Jerusalem and Sa- 
maria. Of the former it is to be said 
that taking the Mesopotamian com- 
mand after the surrender of Kut 
El Amara, and following a shock- 
ing and scandalous failure, he ri- 
valed the best achievements of 
Kitchener in the Khartum campaign 
and conducted a colonial campaign 
in a fashion which must remain a 
model for all the future. Unhappily, 
he died: just after he had taken Bag- 
dad and before he could enjoy the 
full fruits of his great labors. But 
he remains one of the great figures 
of that long and splendid succession 
of British colonial leaders. He gave 
Brttain Mesopotamia and he ended 
all apprehension as to India. His 
warfare was the kind in which Brit- 
nin has always led the world, and, 
apart from Kitchener. he can have 
no rival. 

Of Allenby there !s a record in the 
West as well as in the East. He 
commanded a cavalry brigade t the 
Mons campaign. te held the Mes- 
sines Ridge with a thin facade of 
horsemen in the critica! days of 
Ypres, before the French aid came 
After that he commanded the Third 
British Army, afterward to ego to 
Byng in the battle of Arras. in which 
he took Vimy Rfdge. cleared Arras 
and pushed down into the Flanders 
Piain. The success of the spring of 
1917 was the great achievement of 
the British in the war up to that 
time.

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ARMENIAN ARTISTS 
PAINTINGS ON VIEW 


The Most Impressive na C. 
Calusd’s Canvases 
Are Marine. 


Twenty-eight paintings 
Calusd, a noted Armenian aR... BF: 
has lived and painted in New York 
for the last six years, and one of 


|whose paintings hangs in the White) 


House, will be on exhibition at) 
Strauss’ Studio throughout this week. | 
The artist is in charge of the ex- 
hibit. 

Calusd made New York laugh at 
the discomfiture of the customs offi- 
clals when, upon his arrival in this 
country in June, 1912, he evaded the 
payment of duty on 49 paintings by 
a unique scheme. The law provides 
that finished paintings are dutiable, 
but unfinished ones may come in 
free. Each of Calusd’s pictures were 
completed with the exception of one 
corner, which was entirely innocent 
of paint, and, therefore they were 
not dutiable. 

He was born in Constantinople, 
and studied under Valeri, court 
painter, until compelled, during a 
massacre of Armenians, to flee for 
his life to Bulgaria. There he won 
first prize and a diploma of honor 
from King Ferdinand at the national 
exhibit in 1899. He later moved to 
Rumania, and Queen Elizabeth (Car- 
men Sylva) became his patroness. He 
painted one picture for the then 
Princess Marie, now Queen of Ru- 
mania, who has proved one of the 
romantic figures of the world war. 

Calusd shows, with great relish, 
a later clipping from a Constanti- 
nople paper in fhich the city takes 
credit for being the birthplace of the 
now famous artist. It adds, with 
huge irony, that he left Constanti- 
/nople “because of political events.” 
bow “event,” Calusd grimly points 
out, was the imminent prospect of 
his head being lopped off. 

By this time, Calusd says, he liked 
the United States 80 well he decided 
to stay, and has since become a citi- 
zen. 

The most impressive of the pic- 
tures on exhibit here are marine sub- 
jects. His seas are no mere sheets 
of crinkled glass, so often seen: they 
|have a piquant ‘‘wetness” and green, 
| translucent depts, with tremendous, 
heacing undercurrents’. that whip 
them into hissing froth against the 
rocks, until the beholder fairly feels | 
the sting of salt spray in his face. 


| There is a terrific energy in the! 
_ breakers that are hurling the ves-/! 


| sels on the reef in his “In Sad 
Plight,” and in the whitecaps that 


toss the frail boatload of survivods | 


| in “Saved From the Wreck.”’ 

| The latest and largest of his paint- 
ings, and one occupying the place 
of honor, bears the title of “Our 
Lord Protects the “American Navy,” 
and depicts a vast expanse of rough 


ing into the middle distance, while 
over the scene rises a shadowy fig- 
ure of Christ. While the seas are 
executed with characteristic power, 
the subject suggests an artificiality 
suited to popular feeling. 

“Sunset on the Bosphorous” is all 
the name implies. The scene is dom- 
inated by a glorious blaze of soft col- 
ors spreading behind the great dome 
of a mosque, and almost absorbing 
the wealth of detail which the artist 
expended on shipping and shoreline. 
In this and other pictures, Caulsd at- 
tains great heights and far distances 
somewhat reminiscent of our own 
Berninghaus’ Arizona scenes. 

All the turbulence of the sea scenes 
'have their counterpart in a number 
of Constantinople studies. Under 
the tall, slender, white columns sits 
the placid Turks, knees crossed, arms 
folded, gazing at—nothing. White 
domes and minarets rise sereneiy in 
the distance. The bosom of the wa- 
ter is scarcely ruffled. Nothing stirs. 
There is hardly a line of action in 
“T ehSecond Day of the Bosphorus.” 
The picture breathes fatalism—what 
is to be, will be; tomorrow is another 
day. 

“It must be so,” the artist com- 
mented. ‘The painter has as great

Before the United States entered 
the war, the witness testified, hun- 
dreds of pastors in Lutheran churches 
preached sermons expressing the 
hope that Germany would win. He 
told the committee that the German 
Government for many years had 
subsidized the Krupp Institute, a 
Lutheran theological seminary, 
praduates of which went tc all parts 
ofthe world to preach in favor of 
Germany, with their expenses paid 
by the German Government, he said. 

The investigation by the Intelli- 
gence Department, he said, shows 
that there is an issue in the Lutheran 
Church of America now as to wheth- 
er the German language or the En- 
glish shall be used. 

In his story of the work of Ger- 
mans among the negroes, the wit- 
ness said, the propaganda became so 
annoying that a conference of lead- 
ing negroes was called for in July, 
1918, in Washington and a move- 
ment immediately started through 
the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion to offeet it. As a result, he add- 
ed, the activity of the German 
agents soon ceased.

very largely be cast for the Govern-. 
| ment. 

The Labor party, the Premier con- 
‘tinued, was not being run by real 
working men, but by pacifists and 
'pure and simple Bolsheviks. It would 
‘not be safe to trust the destinies of 
a great empire to the Labor party, 
until it was able to overthrow this— 
clique. 

The Premier's challenge to the' 
Labor party was taken up promptly 
by the laborites. John R. Clynes, 
former Food Minister, speaking at 
Nottingham, declared that the La- 
bor party was the same party which 
had decided two years ago to sup- 
port Lloyd George. The only dif- 
ference was that it was larger. He 
admitted that it was true in some 
CAases that some members of the 
/party took extreme views, which, 
however, he did not share. The ex- 
tremists, he said, had only occa- 
sional influence. 

Former Premier Asquith addressed 
eight meetings in East Fife and was, 
heckled at all of them. He was. 
given votes of confidence, however, 
at all places except Lady-Bank, 
where the votes were equal.

PARIS, Ky.—Sergeant-Major Noel 
Stivers of the Tenth Infantry, sta- 
tidéned at Camp Sherman, near Chil- 
licothe, O., stopped at his home here | 
on his way back to the camp after 
serving as burial escort for Private 
Harold Brandemberg, a mountain 
, youth, who died at Camp Sherman 
of influenza. Sergeant Stivers was 
much Impressed with the burial cere- 
mony arranged by the mountain 
folk. 

When he arrived at Harlem, Sergt. 
Stivers found his destination was 20 
miles from that place, and in a part 
of the mountains Inaccessable to or- 
dinary vehicles. Placing the casket 
in a roughly made cart, drawn by! 
four oxen, the funeral cortege started | 
on its journey, Sergt. Stivers walk- 
ing the entire distance behind the 
cart as a guard of honor. 

On account of the roughness of 
the roads and the circuitous route, 
two days and nights were required 
for the trip.

Mach curious and significant informa- 
tion concerning epidemic revealed 
by life insurance official —In 44 
cities, comprising one-fifth of total 
population, deaths in eight weeks 
were 86,000—In same period, 20,- 
000 soldiers died in military camps 
—Nine-tenths of deaths in cities 
and towns, only one-twentieth in 
rural districts :: 2 & 


NFLUENZA, which succeeded the war as the chief 
topic of concern in the United States, is the theme 
of an address delivered by Henry Moir, president 
of the Actuarial Society of America, at the twelfth 
annual convention of the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents, in New York City, on Dec. 5. — 

He revealed many curious, significant and appalling 
facts concerning this epidemic, which seemed to break 
forth simultaneously in such widely separated districts 
as India, South America and South Africa, and which 
raged with a virulence unknown in the 500 years of 
history of the disease, particularly on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

The fatality of the scourge in the United States was 
more terrible than most persons imagine; in one period 
of cight weeks possibly half a million persons died of 
influenza and pneumonia following it. But the plague 
seems to have reached its zenith in Brazil. It is re- 
ported that in Rio de Janeiro there were 700,000 cases 
vt once, and deaths came go thick and fast that the 
bodies were pushed out into the streets, to be collected 
by trucks. 

Perhaps the most sinister thing about the influenza 
in this country is that it picked for victims the young 
and robust. The average age of the dead is placed at 
below 30 years. Mr. Moir frankly states that this was 
an unerpected trial to the insurance companies, as 
most of those dying were “good risks,” and had been 
insured for only a few years. Extracts from the paper 
follow. 

NFLUENZA is not, as is frequently supposed, 
a disease of recent origin. Under the name of 
influenza it has been known for about 200 
years, and descriptions of epidemics running 
pack to the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
ndicate that it was common in those times 
lso—although not under the same name.

Facts About Influenza 


NFLUENZA is not a new disease, as many 
suppose; it has been known under that name 
for 200 years, and indications of it are found 
as far back as the fifteenth century. 

In 44 cities, comprising one-fifth of the pop- 
ulation of the United States, 86,828 deaths from 
influenza and pneumonia following influenza 
occurred in the eight weeks ending Nov. 16. If 
this proportion was maintained through the 
whole population, the total deaths for the period 
were 434,140. 

In the army camps, during the eight weeks 
ending Nov. 15, occurred more than 20,000 influ- 
enza deaths; the normal number of deaths from 
disease would have been 992. 

New York suffered in one week 5222 deaths 
from the epidemic, and Philadelphia 4597. Dur- 
the same period, the maximum number of deaths 
in St. Louls (for the week of Nov. 10) was 243. 

The age of maximum virulence is under 30; 
whereas, in the influenza epidemic of 1889-1891, 
it was the old and feeble who succumbed. 

Nine-tenths of the deaths have occurred in 
city and town districts; the remaining one- 
tenth are divided equally between rural districts 
and military camps. 

The disease has been more virulent on this side 
of the Atlantic than in Europe; pneumonia is 
more common as a sequence, and there have been 
more fatalities. 

Of the total deaths, 13 per cent have been due 
to influenza alone and 87 per cent to pneumonia 
following influenza. 

The statistics give no indication that the use 
of alcohol in moderation or smoking is either 
beneficial or harmful, so far-as influenza is con- 
cerned. 


died in that town, with more than one-fifth of the pop- 
ulation of Boston; in Providence, the maximum point 
was in the week ending Oct. 19. In New York City the 
first important appearance was in the week ending 
Sept. 28, and the maximum point was in the week 
ending Oct. 26, when over 5200 persons died from in- 
fluenza or pneumonia. In Philadelphia the high point 
was reached in the week ending Oct. 19; in New Or- 
leans the maximum point was in the week ending 
Oct. 26; in Chicago, the maximum point was also Oct. 
2%. In San Francisco, the maximum point was reached 
in the week ending Nov. 2. The climax of the epi- 
demic in the United States was apparently during 
the week ending Oct. 26. 

The following table illustrates the sweep of the epi- 
demic across the country from East to West: 


Deaths From Influenza and Pneumonia Sept.-Nov., 1918. 
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The vast majority of them are from pneumonia follow- 
ing influenza. The largest of influenza 
cases in any one of the co jes was 20 per cent, 
with 80 per cent pneumonia following influenza; the 
smallest proportion was 7 per cent influenza and 93 
per cent from pneumonia following influenza. The 
average of all the companies from which reports were 
obtained was 13 per cent of the deaths from influenza 
alone, and 87 per cent of the deaths from pneumonia 
following influenza. This proportion is entirely dif- 
ferent from that indicated by the Cefsus Bureau sta- 
tistics. Classification of life insurance claims is proba- 
bly much more accurate; it is in every case the report 
of a duly qualified medical practitioner. 

The next serious question for fife insurance com- 
panies deals with the ages at death. The average is 
exceedingly low; less than 2 per cent of the cases were 
over 55, over 80 per cent of the cases were under age 
40; and over 60 per cent of the deaths were under 
age 35. It is interesting to observe further that each 
of the companies separately had about the same ex- 
perience. The average age at death of all the cases 
submitted was 33 years; the lowest average of any 
one company was 32 and the highest 34. We should 
remember that the average age at death in the pop- 
ulation at large must be lower than it is amongst in- 
sured lives—much lower, because the proportion of 
insured lives is small in youth and early manhood. 
From the figures before me I would gather the im- 
pression that the age of maximum virulence of this 
epidemic has so far been under 30. 

This average age at death of influenza cases is not 
much over the usual age at entry of applicants for 
life insurance. From normal disease the average age 


at death of men insured in a _ well established 
company may be taken as from 55 to 60. This new 
form of influenza, therefore, has been taking the 


young and vigorous—those whom we expected to un- 
dertake much of the world’s work. We may say that 
there is an average economic loss of about 25 years 
of active life in the case of each of the thousands of 
deaths from influenza. : 

In the 1889-91 epidemic of influenza the old and the 
feeble seemed most liable to succumb; it was then 
remarked that club men, after middle life—especially 
those with a “past’’—had a small chance of recovery in 
comparison with young, vigorous and strictly tem- 
perate people. This condition does not seem to hold 
now, and millions of the best years of life have been 
stolen by this scourge. 

It necessarily follows that the policies thus becom- 
ing claims have not been long in force, the average 
duration is only about five and one-half years; the 
average age at entry of those who have died from in- 
fluenza is, therefore, about 271-2 years. It is a much 
more serious matter for life insurance to experience 
an epidemic of this nature, which affects recent poli- 
cies, than it would be to have the experience of 1889-91 
repeated, when older men were most affected. But if 

any argument is needed to show the benefi- 
cence of life insurance this affliction of the

trenches, the unburied bodies, the multitude of rats and 
vermin, all point to conditions favorable to disease. 
It is never easy to prove any imaginative thought of 
this nature; though it has been observed that some 
epidemic of disease has scourged the nations in the 
course of or following nearly every prolonged war in 
history. War, famine and pestilence are three words 
which seem to belong to one another in this sequence. 
There-is little doubt but that the spread of influ- 
enza must have been facilitated by the general strain 
under which so many nations have suffered for four 
years. The bringing together of large groups of men 
in barracks, in prison camps, in trench fighting and 
elsewhere, must all have had an effect upon the epi- 
demic, giving this deadly foe too good a chance. 
The Bureau of the Census has for some consid- 
erable time issued a weekly statement dealing with 
the health of 44 of the principal cities of the United 
States. This st&tement has proved of unusual interest 
since the influenza epidemic appeared. We can trace 
the progress of the epidemic over the country; we can 
also get a fair idea of its first appearance, its increase 
to a maximum point, and the subsequent decline. 
Early appearances were in Boston, and the maximum 
mortality point was reached there in the week ending 
Oct. 5, when over 1200 persons died in that city from 
influenza and pneumonia. In Worcester the maximum 
point was in the week ending Oct. 12, when 230 people 
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enza and from pneumonia. There are always some 
cases of death from pneumonia which are not pre- 
ceded by influenza; but the number is smal! in rela- 
tion to the recent epidemic conditions. For example, 
the total deaths from pneumonia in the week ending 
Sept. 14 in all of the towns and cities were 299; 
whereas during the maximum week ending Oct. 26, they 
had increased to 1732. During the same week, Oct. 26, 
the deaths attributed to influenza were 13,114. In the 
eight weeks ending on Nov. 16 the number of deaths 
from influenza and pneumonia in the 44 cities and 
towne were no fewer than 86,828>- The population of 
these communities represents about one-fifth of the 
population of the United States and influenza carried 
off more than 4 per 1000 of the people of these cities 
in eight weeks. There is no means of computing the 
total deaths over the entire country from this epi- 
demic. While many of the smaller towns suffered 
just as severely in proportion as the cities about 
which we have approximate information, it would ap- 
pear as if many country districts had thus far been 
almost exempt. 

In order to verify some hazy ideas on questions af-

fecting this epidemic, I obtained from seven life in-. 


surance companies statistics regarding 655 death claims 
filed in October and arising from “influenza” or from 
“pneumonia following influenza.”’ The first clear in- 
dication is that deaths from influenza alone are but 
a fraction of the total deaths caused by this epidemic. 
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ers and one-third temperate. Life companies do 
not accept as standard risks those who are intemper- 
ate; accordingly we are limited to the two Classes. The 
proportions seem to be just about normal, and in ac- 
cordance with the general tendencies of young men 
who take life insurance. The statistics do not give 
any definite indication that the use of alcohol in mod- 
eration is either beneficial or objectionable, so far as 
influenza is concerned. 

The matter of smoking is now viewed by life com- 
panies as a minor and immaterial one, with the result 
that only two of the seven companies could give me 
any information as to whether the deaths took place 
amongst smokers or nonsmokers. The two companies 
indicated proportions of about two-thirds smokers and 
one-third nonsmokers, and as these proportions seem 
about normal, it follows again that there is no indica- 
tion that smoking has any effect, adverse or favorable. 
In the matter of family history, those showing a vood 
family record seem to be just as susceptible to the 
disease as those whose family does not show longevity 

A large proportion of the deaths took place in city 
and town districts—about 90 per cent of them. Nearly 
5 per cent were in military camps and just a little 
over 5 per cent in rural communities. The proportion 
in military camps is high and the proportion in ryra] 
communities is low, but this is to be expected, as epj- 
demics spread much more slowly throughout country

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Consul Frost’s Summary of Submarine W arfare 


MONG the great popular docu- 

ments concerning the war will 

rank high the reports made upon 

submarine warfare by Wesley 
Frost, who formerly occupied the strat. 
egic post of Congul at Queenstown, Ire- 
land, and, therefore, had the most spa- 
cious opportunity of any American to 
study at first hand the progress of the 
U-boat campaign from its beginning 
until it attained the marimum of de. 
pravity and degredation. 

Frost is a lawyer, and by mental 
habit scrutinized from a judictal point of view all of 
the voluminous evidence that poured into his office 
from survivors of submarine attacks. In addition, he 
had lived in Germany as a youth and was possessed, 
as were many Americans, by the now utterly erploded 
myth of German kindliness and goodness of heart. As 
the facts of submarine atrocity rolled up before him 
he confesses i guffering a disillusionment of a most 
distressing cha, acter.

Frost's painstaking and accurate reports that a cable- 


gram of commendation was sent to him by the Secre- 
tary of State, an unusual expression of merit in the 
consular service. Last spring he was summoned home 
to take the lecture stand for the Bureau of Public In- 
formation. One of his lectures has become somewhat 
of an international classic, and has done wide service 
in the British Isles under the title of “Devils of the 
Deep,” and also in translations into French and 
Spanish. His reports, although written several months 
ago, when the undersea ravages were still continuing, 
have just been published, under the title of “German 
Submarine Warfare,” and the subtitle, “The Crime of 
the Lusitanta” (Appleton). Excerpts are given here- 
with: 


——_-- —— 


OR convenience in treatment, the German 
manner, or practical tactics, of conducting 
the U-boat campaign may be considered 
under five general groups of divisions, al- 
though something will then remain to be 
said regarding the spirit of the campaign. 
The five groupings are as follows: 

1. The manner of attack upon unarmed ships, usu- 
ally sailing ships or the poore: class of steamships. In 
cases involving such vessels the submarines have been 
able to emerge and maneuver freely on the surface 
of the sea, with very scant misgivings as to danger. 


2? The manner of attack upon freight ships of fair 
size, which might be presumed to be armed. In cases 
of this sort the submarines have done their work while 
submerged and have used torpedoes instead of shell- 
fire or bombs. This class of cases is, of course, the 
heaviest and most important. 

8. The fact as well as manner of attack upon ships 
that might be presumed to carry passengers. The 
large size of passenger liners, and the ethical and legal 
aspects of cases involving them, obviously place such 
cases in a class by themselves. 

4 The manner in which the submarines treat sur- 
vivors while still on the scene of attacks, either in 
the lifeboats or in the water. The personal demeanor 
o? the U-boat officers and men toward their victims 
is fairly uniform, irrespective of whether the vessel

course, complied; the Germans informed the master 
that he might take 30 minutes to abandon his ship, 
or more if he could show a reason. Later the sub- 
marine came up to the lifeboats in friendly fashion 
and gave them correct and helpful advice about mak- 
ing for land. 


But as the campaign progressed, notably during the 
late summer and autumn of 1916, the submarine’s man- 
ner of dealing with these helpless little steamers and 
sailers became increasingly harsh and severe. Instead 
of ffring two or three warning shots, they would fire 
six or eight, aimed apparently to hit the ship. In- 
stead of allowing such time as seemed desirable for 
taking to the boats, they began to set very narrow 
time limits—15, 10 or even five minutes—and to en- 
force these limits with Draconian rigor. 


By the end of 1916 and early part of 1917 the U-boat 
men were plunging deeper and deeper into inhumanity. 
Their so-called warnings had degenerated in the main 
into unremitting and vicious bombardments>- without 
pause or pity. 

A full-rounded example is the case of the Madura, 
a little Russian barque carrying creosoted pine timber 
from Pensacola. It was attacked by a submarine just 
before noon one day in the spring of 1917. The sub- 
mersible appeared less than half a mile astern and 
promptly began a merciless shel!) fire. The master of 
the Madura signaled submission instantly, even going 
to far as to cut down his mailsail upon the submarine's 
first shot. The submarine utterly ignored this pitiable 
self-abasement. It came up shooting, and continued 
to fire incessantly into the Madura 


Thirty orffiul@statersaw hen the Madura’s lifeboat was 
rescued by a friendly craft, it was a perfect shambles. 
The master, a huge black-bearded Finn, sat safely 
in the stern sheets with his wife beside him; but at 
their feet two dead sallors lay weltering in blood, and 
a third was just coughing out his life. Four other oc- 
cupants of the boat were gory with lacerations from 
shrapnel. These inoffensive workingmen had been 
slaughtered and torn after they had Surrendered, and 
while they were trying desperately to comply with any 
command the Prussians might have been graciously 
pleased to manifest. f 


I can cite you instance after instance like this, 
in which a frail and unarmed craft has made submis- 
sion and pleaded for quarter, like a little dog that rolls 
over on its back and begs, and then has been pounded 
and raked with shell fire, sometimes with the most 
sickening casualties. 


The changing character of the German use of gun- 
fire became apparent only gradually, and for several 
months we were puzzled about its purpose. In the 
first place, bombardment seemed perfectly pointless, 


since we knew that the vessels were habitually sur-

The great purpose of these wanton 
bombardments, as you will now be 
in a position to understand, was the 
‘errorizing of the crews of the ships 
attacked. The idea was to induce 
among the merchant seamen of all 
nations a strong horror of entering 
the zone infested by the submarines. 
And in order to compass this purpose 
it was desirable that as many deaths 
and injuries as possible might re- 
sult from the shelling. 


ee argument propounded by the German chancel- 
lery itself is that a vessel which seeks to escape 
from a submarine places herself outside the protec- 
tion of international law. It has been a rule of the 
laws of war that an innocent merchant ship is bound 
to submit to visit and search by a belligerent vessel 
of war, and must not seek to evade it. A noncom- 
batant vessel that is so unwilling to undergo exam- 
ination that it resorts to flight may be attacked by a 
war vessel to compel submission, and may even be de- 
stroyed. 

But it was not from this civilized visit and search 
that ships’ crews tried to escape in the present war. 
They tried to escape from being hustled with violence 
into fragile boats and left to be the sport of ocean 
tempests. The crime for which many died was that 
they preferred a chance to escape to the certainty 
of being hounded into little boats in mild weather and 
left alone on the face of the deep. 

The Eavestone, a craft of only 1063 tons, outward 
bound to the Mediterranean, was attacked at noon in 
February, 1917, when 95 miles off the Fasnet. Her in- 
judicious valor in trying to give the submarine a run 
seemed to irritate the superman in charge of the lat- 
ter quite beyond his superself-control. He brought his 
craft rushing up to the poor little Eavestone, firing at 
every jump. The Eavestone’s men tumbled into their 
two gigs and pulled pluckily away from the ship. As 
soon as they came clear of the stern the submarine 
turned her gun upon them, finding their range by trial 
shots, and then shot down the master, the steward, 
the donkey man and two seamen. One of the seamen 
was a Baltimore negro named Richard Wallace. 


QO the minds of Admiral von Tirpitz and his satel- 

lites, the fact that a freight ship has been guilty of 
fiendishly mounting a little gun for self-defense, and 
wickedly trying to use it when the U-boat undertakes 
its benign work of shelling them into the Hfeboats, 
placed that ship wholly outside the pale of common hu- 
man consideration. 

Take the case of the East Wales. This steamship 
of less than 3000 tons register was attacked by shell 
fire by two German submarines at 6 o'clock in the 
morning in October, 1917. She mounted a defensive 
gun aft and proceeded to make a gallant Fabian fight, 
handling her weapon #0 smartly that one of the pur- 
suers was driven off and probably disabled. But the 
other U-boat proved too much for the merchant fight- 
ers. Two of the lifeboats were shot away, and it he- 
came the part of wisdom to abandon the ship before 
the other boats were destroyed 


Here was the German opportunity magnanimously 
to recognize a gallant foe after he had been van- 
quished. And the Prussians lost no time in doing 
it—in their own happy manner. They circled raging

AR conditions which sent the price 
of coal to record-breaking figures 
and placed the entire system of dis- 
tribution under the drastic rules of 
the United States Fuel Administra- 
tion, have proven a sore trial to most 
householders, but, as in other set- 


backs and ills, the law of compensation has stepped in 


to offer some alleviation. The consumer has received, 
and is still receiving, some practical education on how 
to manage his furnace, so as to get a maximum of effi- 
ciency out of his coal supply. When he looked at his 
bill and saw that prime bituminous coal that used to 
cost him $3.50 per ton had gone up 100 per cent, and 
only a limited supply at a time, he began to give the 
subject some real study. He suddenly acquired a deep 
interest in dampers, flues, fireboxes and other parts 
of his furnace that had received little attention before 
the war, and the abnormal prices that came with it, 
as a necessary corrolary. With coal plentiful and 
selling at pre-war prices, he did not care how much 
coal was fed in at the firedoor, so long as his house 
or flat, as the case might be, was comfortable. He 
did nat concern himself about what proportion of his 
gas and carbon went out of the chimney, to blacken 
his own and his neighbor's family wash, that hap- 
pened to be hung out to dry. Neither did he care very 
much whether the chains working the drafts» were in 
good order or not. War prices which upset so many 
other calculations changed his entire perspective and 
created a new-born interest in the furnace and its 
essential parts. Furnace dealers and coal men report 
that the education is progressing, and predict that if 
the consumer does not lapse into his old indiffer- 
ence, he will be in a position to save a large part of 
his annual outlay: 

There are printed directions accompanying most 
furnaces and the careful householder keeps this poster 
conveniently hung in his cellar, so as to consult the 
rules as occasion demands. Most householders, how- 
ever, did nothing of the kind. They just got in the 
habit of running the furnace any way that suggested 
the least work and trouble, and never took the time to 
figure how many buckets of coal went in or how many 
cans of ashes went to the pit in the backyard. While 
they might have been applying efficiency methods to 
other matters, there was neither time nor inclination 
to try the same system on the furnace. Reports from 
all sections of the country show that the conservation 
program, so intensively pushed by the Fuel Admin- 
istration through its many organizations, has effected 
a sweeping reform, with an _ astonishing resultant 
saving. 

During the automobile show conducted at the old 
Southern Hotel last February, a demonstration was 
given on this important subject, uftder the auspices of 
the Missouri organization. One-minute speeches were 
made nightly by furnace and fuel experts, and the 
demonstration included everything from a laundry 
stove to a steam heater of sufficient radiating capacity 
to supply a very large home. This educational cam- 
paign, according to the report of the 
experts who oonducted the _ tests, 
elicited the astounding fact that only 
four persons in every thousand 
knew how to run their furnaces so 
as to get all of the heating efficiency 
possible out if, the coal. This con- 
clusion was based largely on the 
questions asked by the great num- 
ber who listened to the talks of the 
demonstrations. One of the volunteer 
demonstrators who served at this 
show was E. B. Langenberg, an en- 
gineer of heating and ventilation, 
who has specialized in hot air fur- 
naces. Studying the accompanying 
diagram, prepared for a _ furnace 
burning anthracite, to illustrate the 
proper and the improper way of 
managing the furnace, he character- 
ized it as a pretty fair exposition of 
the subject. He added, however, that 
75 per cent efficiency was a difficult 
achievement under the most effi- 
cient firing possible, even with hard 
coal fuel. He said that from his 
study of the consumption of soft coal 
in furnaces, he would place the 
waste at 40 per cent, which, he

That the house- 
holders are getting 
good results from 
their study of their 
furnaces is evident 
from what we hear 
every day. 

“After all, it is not such a difficult matter to run a 
furnace, whether it is a hot-air, steam or hot-water 
affair. If I wee asked to stress any particular in- 
junction, I would say: Keep a bright spot in your 
fire and coke your coal, for when you coke the coal, 
you utilize your gases. That, of course, will not work 
with a furnace that is full of soot, and choked with 
ashes. When the fresh coal is introduced with enough 
heat there to start the coking, the gases generated in 
the process are united with the air that comes through 
the feed-door slide and is carried over the bright 
spot, towards the flue opening. Your gas is thereby 
converted into heat and that heat stays in the house. 
Another thing to remember is that the largest con- 
sumption of coal by no means produces the greatest 
volume of heat. In a recent test, I saw the coal 
supply for a hot-air furnace reduced from 12 to 4 
buckets a day, without any loss of heat efficiency. 

“Another thing for the man with the furnace to re- 
member when the winds swoop down from the North- 
west in blizzards and near-blizzards, when the rooms 
on one side of his house are hot and the others freez- 
ing, is this: Close off the heat in the pipes down in 
the cellar that are supplying the warmth to the hot 
rooms. He will soon notice a rush of warm air to the 
rooms that need it most. With a wind blowing 20 
miles per hour, the average leakage of cold air into 
the house on the cold-air side, is approximately 50 
cubic feet per minute per lineal foot, around a window 
or door. Weather strips save about 10 per cent of 
this leakage. In such exfreme weather, the heat can 
be forced against the wind only by shutting off the 
supply for the rooms on the lee side, and the only 
eifective way with the air furnace is to do this by 
closing the dampers in the hot-air ducts in the cellar, 
instead of closing the registers in the rooms. Another 
thing to be remembered, if we are to get the furnace 
working properly and the thermal units out of our 
cca], is to get the heater in proper shape, either at the 
beginning or the end of the season. It is a good idea, 
at the end of winter, to take down the smoke pipe con- 
necting the furnace with the wall flue, wrap it up

THE STORY OF COAL WASTED AND MONEY LOST 


The wasteful coal user bought 10 tons costing at least $100. Of this amount, $75 worth 
was wasted and he got heat from only $25 worth. He lost $40 because he either did not 
have or did not use the check diaft damper and turn damper; and he let most of the 
heat go up the chimney. His heater and heater pipes were not covered with asbestos, 
causing a $20 loss; $10 was wasted because smoke pipe and heater flues were not 
clean of soot; $5 was wasted because when shaking fire he allowed live coals to fall 
into ash pit. He opened the coaling door to check fire, which was absolutely wrong. 


in papers and put it away. No matter how good a pipe 
it is, it will corrode and rust, when the moisture com- 
ing down the chimney mixes with whatever soot it 
may contain. A smoke pipe will last 10 years if this 
precaution is taken; and a leaky pipe causes endless 
furnace trouble.” 

Six firings a day, properly administered, should 
appease the fuel appetite of any well-behaved furnace, 
according to Langenberg’s formulae, and this supply 
should answer, whether it is hot-air, steam or hot- 
water heat, assuming, of course, that soft coal is 
used. He would also place a ban on the opening of 
the firedoor except for the purpose of putting in coal. 
The practice of leaving this door open is absolute 
waste, as the heat always gets away from its ob- 
jective. His plan requires that the slide in the top 
of the feed door be kept partly open at all times and 
particularly when soft coal is used; also that the smoke 
pipe damper be never entirely closed. Another in- 
junction is that the furnace should be cleaned much 
more frequently with soft coal consumption than is 
necessary with anthracite. 

According to Langenberg’s investigations covering 
the various types of hot-air furnaces, 65 per cent coal 
efficiency should be averaged, though in isolated «ases, 
with excellent fuel, a record of more than 80 per cent 
has been obtained. Roughly speaking, the coal pro- 
duces 40 per cent carbon, 40 per cent gas and 20 per 
cent ash. The carbon will burn anyhow, and it is 
the business of the man firing the heater to get as 
much of the gas as is possible. 

Another warning sounded by this authority deals 
with clinkers. He would have these barnacles of the 
furnace banished before they get a good start. The 
clinkers come usually from the coal ingredients run- 
ning together under the stress of intense heat, cre- 
ated by strong draft. When they accumulate and 
form large chunks of slag, the heat value of the coal 
is lost, as the oxygen cannot penetrate this armor. 
Other points urged have to do with cleanliness about 
the furnace proper, the smoke pipe and flues. To 
clean out the smoke pipe and flues, Langenberg says it 

is only necessary to raise the check 
draft and shove burning papers into 
the opening. These will quickly ignite 
the accumulated soot and send a 
shower of sparks out of the chimney. 
The furnace can be renovated by ap- 
plying the same treatment through the 
cleanout opening at the side, near the 
bottom. When this operation is under 
way the damper in the smoke pipe 
must be wide open to permit the great- 
est draft possible. With soft coal, 
soot will gather in the firebox and 
against the door even under the most 
favorable conditions. To remedy this 
the suggestion is made that the inside 
be cleaned out at least once a week. 
The Langenberg treatment is to take 
an old brush or whisk broom and 
brush down the adhering accumula- 
tions. This applies as well to steam 
and hot-water furnaces, since they are 
all of necessity burning soft coal this 
winter. 

With hot-air furnaces it is essential 
to watch the very large pipe which 
admits the air from the outside. In 
bitter cold weather this should be reg- 


ulated by the dampers so as to take the 
air current from within. 
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freighters carried guns. .If the Germans had 
originally put forward this excuse at a time 
when many freight ships were really carrying 
guns, they would have had a strong case. But 
they were pumping this plea, with full tremolo 
effects on the “morein-sorrow-than-wrath” va- 
siety, long before one merchantman in a half- 
dozen bore armament. 


The argument was an empty and impudent 
pretext at the time it was fabricated to cloak 
a shark’s appetite for victims. The truth of 
the matter is that the Germans determined 
to sink any and every ship at sight, and to do 
their work free of any “sentimental” warnings 
which might embarrass the triumph of their 
cause. 


A fair hit by a torpedo is apt to sink a ship 
in remarkably short order. If the Queenstown 
criteria are trustworthy, I believe that at least 
one-half of all ships struck by a torpedo with- 
out warning sank within a space of 10 min- 
utes or less. 

A Cork packet boat, the City of Bandon, tor- 
pedoed without warning at 10 o'clock on a 
bleak winter night, sank in 60 seconds, with a 
loss of all but four of 32 men. Her sister ship, 
the Ardmore, also torpedoed without warning, 
sank instantaneously, with a loss of all but 
a single member of her crew. The Barnton 
sank in 30 seconds, with 14 men lost and nine 
saved. The Richard de Larrinaga sank in 
three minutes, with the death of 35—including 
several Americans—out of her 48 occupants. 

On the sea floor at the bottom of the broad 
tract of sea known as the South Irish Channel 
there are lying several thousand corpses of 
murdered seamen. The dangers attending upon 
warningless torpedoing are by no means con- 
fined to actual drowning from the sudden en- 
gulfment of the ship. In at least one case out 
of every three there occur boiler explosions. 
If the submarine makes good shooting the tor- 
pedo strikes amidships and induces an engine 
explosion, with fatalities more horrifying than 
those from shell fire. I saw the magnificent Scotch 
chief engineer of the Salmo frightfully scalded about 
the head and torso; and when I left Queenstown he 
was said to be dying in agony at the civil hospital 
there. In a score or more of cases I have listened to 
the most sickening stokehold stories of how brave men, 
frequently Americans, were blown into ribbons or 
boiled to death in live steam from bursting pipes. 

The use of repeated torpedoes to dispatch a sinking 
ship is not infrequent, and affords one more evidence 
of the utter disregard for life or death with which the 
submarines put through their attacks. In the case of 
the Falaba, a third torpedo launched by the submarine 
in broad daylight, from within a few hundred yards, 
struck squarely beneath a crowded lifeboat, killing two 
score or more passengers and seamen. 


——o—— 


HIS brings us to the third class of submarine at- 

tacks, the most dumfounding, the most saddening 
of all. We have seen that the submarine murdered 
people who have made surrender, and that they killed 
from behind without a qualm as to the character of 
their prey. But the assaults upon passenger vessels 
constituted war upon women and children—there is 
no other phrase for it—a course which since the in- 
vention of movable type had been unknown among the 
Caucasian races. 


Let me state immediately, and insist upon the point, 
that neither in the case of the Lusitania or the Arabic, 
or in any other passenger case whatever or whereso- 
ever, has there been the slightest forewarning on the 
part of the submarine. The U-boats have at various 
times had the grace to give warning to every kind of 
freight vessel; but they have never permitted them- 
selves to give any notice of assaults impending upon 
ships carrying ladies and children. The observation 
that passenger ships are the quickest of all ships to 
sink after being torpedoed is a commonplace wherever 
the submarine campaign extended. . 


The impossibility of stopping a big vessel after a 
torpedo explosion has time and time again played a 
deadly part in submarine tragedies. The classic in- 
stance, as you know, is that of the Lusitania, from 
which several hundred of the 1200 deaths occurred 
because of the vis inertia which carried the great 
leviathan headlong forward at just the critical juncture 
when the lifeboats should have been launched. I! ven- 
ture to estimate that one-third of all the loss of life 
in the submarine campaign—at least from passenger 
vessels—has resulted from the difficulty and delay 
which the ships’ momentum caused in launching the 
lifeboats. 

A passenger liner waylaid and sandbagged was the 
ship Abosso, concerning which the American public 
seems to have heard very little. This fine vessel car- 
ried 126 passengers, many of whom were wives and 
children of British officials in West Africa. She was 
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A third torpedo, discharged at the sinking Falaba in broad 
daylight, struck directly under a crowded lifeboat, 
killing two score or more passengers and seamen. 


coming up from the Gold Coast and was torpedoed 
with not a hint of warning, at 9 o'clock in the evening, 
when 300 miles off the southwest corner of Ireland. 
The engines were instantly put out of control by the 
explosion, and for a full half-hour the gallant ship 
plunged hither and thither, yawing and veering errat- 
ically in her extremity like a stricken animal. A lovely 
sunset aftermath still lingered in the west, and a 
crescent moon and evening star were witnesses of the 
pitiful scene. Desperate attempts were made to fill 
and launch the lifeboats; but the anguished vessel 
repeatedly smashed and flung off the boats, spilling 
and strewing the sea with human beings like grains 
of dust. And when deep night closed down over those 
remote waters, out of 300 men and women and chil- 
dren who had struggled to save their lives, nearly 100 
had become bits of inert flotsam on the long sea swells. 


The Abosso was one of those ships which the U-boats 
have deliberately followed during daylight hours and 
deliberately attacked upon the advent of dusk. Unbe- 
lievable as it seems, these poltroons have in many 
instances marked down their victims while it was light 
and slunk furtively behind them until night should 
fall to cloak the attack. That is to say, they have 
chosen for the moment of assault the time when their 
victims have the worst possible opportunities for self- 
preservation. The Germans used this vile strategy 
against many other ships.

NE more passenger case, to exemplify still an- 
O other submarine characteristic, must not be omit- 
ted. The feature in this case is the U-boat hatred of 
wireless. Their fear of any radiograph communication 
amounts to an aberration. In the presence of wireless 
apparatus they behave with the same desperate nerv- 
ousness which a woman shows in killing a snake. 

The Mantola affair, in which seven deaths occurred, 
is an excellent illustration. This British-India line 
passenger boat, outward bound for the Cape and Cal- 
cutta, was torpedoed without warning in heavy weather 
in the winter of 1917, when 185 miles off the Fastnet. 
It so happened that although abandoned in haste, the 
ship remained afloat for a quite a time, and after her, 
survivors had stood by in the lifeboats for an hour and 
a half the wireless operator and chief engineer returned 
bravely on board to send off an S O 8S call to bring 
help to the women and children. 


But at the first click of the radio key the submarine, 
which had been lurking on the murky horizon, picked 
up that message of distress and forthwith began a 
wicked bombardment of the derelict, so that the at- 
tempt to ask for rescue had to be abandoned. There 
was no rational chance that any admiralty ship would 
be near enough to balk the submarine in its triumph, 
nor was there any conceivable reason why that cry for 
succor should not have gone out across the sea. We 
are squarely faced with the raw dilemma of whether

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ship steadily. The men on the Cairnhill were 
wounded and the starboard lifeboat had been 
carried away. It was necessary for 14 men to 
crowd into the captain’s gig and 20 into the 
port boat. The wind was between fresh and 
strong and the wave action rough and choppy. 

The U-boat immediately came up to the 
boats and commandeered the large one, placing 
the occupants on its own deck forward of the 
conning tower and taking the mate a prisoner 
below. Then the submarine’s crew, under reg- 
ular supervision of the officers, entered the life- 
boat and deliberately threw overboard the food, | 
the water, the sails and even the bandana hand- 
kerchiefs full of the little treasures the poor 
sailors were trying to save. To puf a point 
upon this hideous jest, they actually filled the 
sweet-water cask with salt sea water' The 
cescription called before me involuntarily, as 
1 heard it, the loathsome tomfoolery of a troop 
of playful orangoutangs. 

While engaged in bombing the Cairnhill the 
Germans sighted smoke on the skyline and 
rightly conjectured that a destroyer was in 
the vicinity. After setting their bombs, which 
they took pains to do carefully and effectively, 
they returned to the sabmarine and went below with 
angry brusqueness. No sooner could they close the 
hatch than the submarine abruptly submerged, with 
not a hint of warning, leaving the 19 men from her 
deck struggling in a cross sea, 150 miles from land. 
It was in the highest degree probable that most of 
them would drown, but by energy, heroism and luck 
at the end of 30 minutes the last man was pulled into 
the boat. 
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WILL mention a case which I have on hearsay only, 

from a merchant officer. This gentleman assured 
me that a submarine was definitely known to have 
captured a steward and his wife and put them through 
a “third-degree” examination for information on the 
submarine’s deck. When they proved intractably 
loyal and'silent, the Germans submerged suddenly and 
left them to their fate in the water. In consideration 
of the otherwise proved nature of the Genus Squalus 
in dealing with womanhood, this story met sponta- 
neous acceptance in my mind, and I still believe it. 


Postmaster Huges of the British navy has been cited 
as authority for the recent case in which the crew 
of a captured German submarine tried to leave British 
prisoners, bound and gagged, on board to drown when 
her captors left her. 


Alfred Noyes is authority for an instance in which 
a U-boat granted towage to a lifeboat for an hour or 
more, and then suddenly and capriciously submerged 
without warning and without freeing the tow line. 
Only the victims’ quickness and strength in whipping 
out knives and sawing through the stout rope saved 
them from being dragged below the surface of the 
ocean! 
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N American merchant officer named Adolph Col- 
A stad, born in Norway, but for 30 years an American 
citizen, chanced to be serving in the autumn of 1916 as 
mate on board the steamship Harpalus. This collier 
was attacked 38 miles southwest of Galley Head, Ire- 
land. For nearly three hours after the attack it befell 
that Colstad remained in the company of the German 
officers of the submarine. After a short time he ven- 
tured to tax them for an explanation of the cruelties 
of the submarine campaign. To his astonishment, they 
assured him, with tears in their eyes, that if ever they 
withheld their hands for the sake of showing mercy 
and if their crew informed upon them on the return 
to Germany, they would be put to death by slow 
physical torture. They further stated that two differ- 
ent German submarine commanders had actually been 
tortured to death in the fatherland for acts of compas- 
sion as to which their crews had “peached” on them. 
Colstad insisted upon swearing to the truth of this 
incident in an affidavit.

Letters of Miss Ruth B. Cobb of Wash- 
ington University Unit describe 
deluge of wounded pouring into 
hospital at Rouen, the impressive 
funeral of an American Brigadier- 
General, precautions against aerial 
attacks, French celebration of 
Fourth of July, and long-range 
bombardment of Paris ss os 


IDELIGHTS on the war, from the point of 
view of the Red Cross nurse, are graphically 
written to Mrs. C. W. S. Cobb of the Buck- 
ingham Hotel by her daughter, Miss Ruth B. 
Cobb, one of the volunteers in the Washing- 
ton University Unit. Unit No. 21, organized 
immediately after the declaration of war, was 
one of the most thoroughly equipped bodies of sci- 
ence, skill and mercy to go overseas. This group, 
which has done so much to favorably impress the 
French and English with St. Louis, left here on a 
special train in May, 1917, just a little over a month 
after the United States had accepted the German chal- 
lenge with a formal war declaration. It was complete 
im every detail, and was on the way to where its 
ministrations were sadly needed before the first post 
hole was dug for the first American cantonment 
The surgeons, physicians and other specialists have 
done their work well, and that the skill and zeal of the 
nursing staff was recognized is attested by the ap- 
pointment of Miss Julia Stimson, its head, to the 
high station of chief of the army nurses in France, 
an executive post that placed her in direct charge of 
some 8000 nurses. 

Miss Cobb was no novice in the nursing profession 
when Washington University called for volunteers. 
She had taken up this work some time before and had 
completed her training before the unit was organ- 
ized. Since its arrival in Europe, the University con- 
tingent has undergone some changes in personnel and 
has furnished nuclei for other units, but the main 
body has spent most of the time as British Hospital 
No. 12, on the racetrack inclosure, three miles from the 
pretty French city of Rouen, where it is still stationed. 
That it has been a hard-pressed and sorely driven ma- 
chine is evident from the letters of Miss Cobb, which 
speak of long hours, frequent danger from boche air 
raids, inconveniences, personal discomforts and heart- 
rending scenes, but nowhere does she find fault or 
register anything but satisfaction with her profession, 
and determination to administer to the sick and 
wounded Americans, Tom- 


tired—and all we could do 
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and lined up at the foot 


was to feed them dress their 
wounds and send them on, either 
to a convalescent camp or to 
Blighty. We are still sending 
cases to England, and I wonder 
whether they can live to get on 
the boat, to make room for others 
even worse. We all worked just 
as hard and as fast as we were 
capable. When night came we 
crawled into bed, and were dead 
until dawn. 


“Many of the nurses broke 
down and-had frequent attacks of 
hysteria—the strain is something 
terrific. To send one man after 
another to the operating room, 
and to see him come back legless 
and armless, to work like mad to 
pull him through, to have him 
die after hemorrhaging, and then 
to see another waiting outside for 
his bed before he is carried out, 
is something awful. Most nerves 
break under it after a few days. 


he gas gangrene has been espe- 
cially bad during this last push. 
You know, that has nothing to do 
with gas shells, but comes from

They went through va- 
rious maneuvers and finally stood 
at rest, and were closely followed 
by two companies of French sol- 
diers in their beautiful long blue 
coats—the prettiest uniforms in 
the war, and carrying their guns 
so differently from the Tommies.

“They lined up opposite the 
marquee and were followed by two 
companies of our boys, who were 
unarmed, as they were attached 
to a medical unit. Well, they lined 
up to the left of the tent, and then 
the officers, French, British, Bel- 
gian, Italian and American, 
formed a big group at one end, 
with a group of civilians at the 
other that included our Consul and 
the Mayor of Rouen. Finally, the 
band played ‘Nearer My God, to 
Thee,’ and a French gun carriage, 
drawn by four great black horses, 
each one ridden by a pollu, drove 
up to the marquee, eight Amer- 
ican N. C. O.’s lifted the casket to 


lent and deadly infection, and al- 
most always amputation is nec- 
cessary to save life.”’ 

[n this letter Miss Cobb describes the arrival of re- 
inforcements to the staff of nurses, in this strain: 


“Monday night at midnight, in a pouring rain, 15 
forlorn, homesick little nurses rolled up to our doors. 
We didn't know they were coming, or héwWw many, or 
where from—one never does in the army, you know— 
but J. had a marquee up, fortunately, and the beds 
were up, but no mattresses. Poor little things, they 
looked so young, and they had just come—a part of 
a mobile unit, to be sent wherever needed, and all 
from Kentucky. I can tell you the next few days 
were about all they could stand.” 


Writing on June 6, Miss Cobb describes the pre- 
cautions taken at the hospital to protect the camp 
from bombing attacks. She wrote: “I found the 
camp very much upset, with trenches being dug every- 
where and sandbags piled against all the huts to the 
height of four feet, so upless the hut is hit on the 
roof, it is pretty well protected. We all have our 
trenches assigned to us and ‘tin hats’ issued, and we 
are as ready as we can be.” 

In another paragraph, dated the following day, 
Miss Cobb tells of the funeral ceremonies over the

the carriage, and they drove off, 
while the band played the dead 
march, and in turn, one com- 
pany after another followed, the two chaplains 
marching directly after the carriage. It was so 
impressive and so perfectly done that it seemed un- 
real. Miss Taylor is going to write the details to his 
family—it will be such a comfort to them to know.” 


Responding to her mother's anxious inquiries con- 
cerning the attacks made from the air on the hos- 
pitals, Miss Cobb reassures her mother in this man- 
ner, in closing her letter: “Don’t worry; remember, 
if | happened to be a boy, I'd be in the trenches.” 

The Fourth of July celebration in Rouen is the 
theme of a long letter by Miss Cobb. In this inter- 
esting note she tells of the elaborate preparations 
made by the French and of the spirit and dash put 
into the program by all of the allies represented. 
There was an American regimental band there, which 
came a very long way to supply appropriate martial 
music for the day. It was made up mostly of Chicago 
musicians, and the leader, in the pre-war period, was 
at the head of a big band in that city. There was a 
ball game, of course, and athletic events of all kinds, 
for all the soldiers who desired to take part. The band 
which had come such a long way arrived near the close 
of the ball game and re- 
ceived an ovation its mem- 


mies, poilus and other vic- 
tims of Prussian kultur. 
The first cases were not 
Americans; these did not 
‘come until later, but when 
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the fortunes, or, rather, 
the misfortunes, of war 
sent the boys from her 


own country to No. 12, she 
and her sister nurses were 
there, eager and _ ready, 
self-sacrificingly, to do 
their essential work. 

Under date of April 6, 
last, the anniversary of 
America’s entrance in the 
war, Miss Cobb wrote as 
follows: 

“This is a memorable 
day and we are celebrat- 
ing, although I feel

They operated night and day; had two separate teams, 
of course, and kept six tables going at a time. The 
men came down, straight from the dressing stations 
for the most part, with splints over their khaki, and 
sometimes with only the field dressings on, applied by 
themselves. 

“No account you ever read could begin to describe 
the condition they were in, or the deluge that poured 
into this camp- They lay on floors, on stretchers; 
they filled the Y. M. C. A., and the grand stand was 
full of walking cases—pow things, so dirty and so

body of Gen. M., an American Brigadier-General, who 
died of heart disease on a train between Le Havre and 


Rouen. Soldiers of five nations participated in these 
ceremonials, which the writer describes at some 
length. “The casket,’ she wrote, “was covered with 


the flag and great wreaths from all the allies, and 
four Americans stood at attention all the time. They 
chose the biggest men in the company, and when 
the Sergeant notified a bix six-foot Kentuckian, who 
weighs 250, what his job was to be, I heard him say: 
‘Well, Sergeant, I ain't very bent on guarding no dead 
body all night, but I reckon I'll have to do it, and I 
want to tell you nothing I ever guarded ever got 
away Yet.’ 

“We all assembled in the grand stand for the event 
and promptly at 2:30 two companies of Tommies, 
headed by a brass band, marched into the paddock

Service for France. He 
read it and stated in most 
careful terms the admirable quality of the work done 
by the Americans under his command. After that 
came a levely Belgian General, very aristocratic looX- 
ing, who told us in very halting, broken English of 
what his country owed to ours. Then a beautiful 
American General (so big and plain and simple and 
American) made a really splendid speech, which he 
began with: ‘Today I have received an offictal note 
from Washington that there are 1,000,000 American 
soldiers in France. We all cheered until we were 
hoarse. and it was some minutes before he could go 
on. Well, after the speeches we had movies of Amer- 
ican soldiers in France, which were preceded by an 
announcement in French, by a French officer, which 
he finished in perfect English, telling us that he had 
been in St. Louis at the time of the Fair and he wanted 
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. HE end of the war does not bring to a close 
the most fascinating chapter of the history of 
philately. Many pages are yet to be. written, 
covering the movement of troops, which may 
Mean fresh issues of postage stamps, and covering also 
the period of reconstruction, which will certainly 
bring forth new franking labels, which will be classed 
“a3 war stamps, for the reason that but for the war they 
never would have appeared. 
These new stamps of the days of the armistice and 
of the world’s renovation will be issued for numerous 
reasons. French troops have occupied parts of Aus- 
tria and Hungary and Germany; American and Brit- 
-ish and Belgian forces have entered Germany, Italian 
soldiers have gone into terrain formerly claimed by 
Austria. It will surprise philately if new stamps do 
not come forth to signify one or more of these phases 
of occupation. 


Meanwhile, various states which formed the Ger- 
man empire have declared themselves republics, and 
the old stamps of monar-hical days are likely to be 
retired and new ones may be expected. Germany her- 
self will undoubtedly withdraw her “woman in armor” 
labels—the stamps upon which the militaristic figure 
of “Germania” has been the central design for many 
years—and displace them with ones of milder char- 
acter, significant of the political changes. The ab- 
dication of Emperor Charles of Austria will be fol- 
lowed speedily by the retirement of the Austrian labels 
which bear his portrait. 


.“Those Ukrainian and Polish Governments which were 
established under German tutelage have recently issued 
stamps which are certain to disappear from circula- 
tion as these Governments fall and others are set up 
fia their places, and the new Governments will in turn 
issue stamps. 


When colonies which were formerly German are 
disposed of at the peace table, these transfers will 
mean the elimination of stamps provisionally used 
under Entente occupation. New stamps will be issued, 
of a permanent character.

The practical utility of a study like this, dealing 
with a history of conditions now past, lies in the 
application of the knowledge we can thus acquire to 
our present life or to the problems of the future. It 
would appear as if the effects of the influenza had 
been more serious in America than they have been in 
Europe—at least if we can judge from the some- 
what meager reports so far available. It may be, 
however, that the seriousness of the war in Europe 
has dwarfed a matter of this kind, which in normal 
times would have been made prominent. France, 
Spain, Germany, Great Britain and other European 
countries were afflicted during the summer months. 
Apparently the type of disease has been more virulent 
on this side of the Atlantic: pneumonia has been 
more common as a sequence, and there have been more 
fatalities 


We cannot be sure that the danger is past. We 
learn that influenza is now revisiting Europe anJ this 
time there are indications that it may be more ob- 
jectionable than the milder.form of midsummer. We 
should, therefore, take warning from this recurrence 
and observe watchful care to prevent further infection. 


We are all interested in the health of our army, for 
all of us have relatives or friends in service, and epi- 
dGemics to which soldiers are liable touch us closely. 
We have seen published articles extolling the urusual 
healthfulness of the camps. Health conditions have 
been better than in many previous camps, and im- 
provement of this kind is to be highly commended. 
At the same time, the articles gave an impression that 
general conditions were excellent, and it is well to 
examine this subject from a dispassionate, scientific 
etandpoint. 
f you have an enemy, you must watch him, 
tricks and stratecems and match his treachery 
strength and fortitude.
